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A NEW RAILROAD.

The Munbnury and Lowlstewn Hallroad—- A Now
Dutlet for Mineral and Axricultaral Wenalth—
A History of the Haterprise—Iin Early Coms«
pletion Expected.

SeLivsanove, Nov, 3, 1870,

Phllmi('lphl& capital and Philadelphin enter-

prise have for the last four years been pushing |

forward a pew rallroad in the interior of the
Btate, which is destined to become one of the
most successful ol its kind of any which have
been started for a long time. The new enter-
prise was formorly known aa the Middle Crosk

Rallway, but by a late act of the Loglalature its |

name has been changed to that of Sunbury and
Lewistown Rallroad, its powers and advantages
baving been enlarged, sothatnow iLean goover a
Iarger amount of territory aud make connections
with several important roads. It i8 80 situnted
that when completed It will be the only direct
outlet for anthracite eoal to the West and South-
west, it makiog connection in the East direct
with the Reading Railroad. Besides this, when
another road—the Danville, Hazleton, and
Wilkesbarre—ia completed, which I8 now nearly

the case, the two together will form
the ehortest route by actual measurement
from New York to Pittsburg., This

will make it of great importance, and beside
this, the country through which the road is Inld
out iteelf abounds In the greatest wealth of
minerals and agriculture. Large wheat farms
are stretched around on every side, and the
mountains surrounding the valley
which the road runs are rich in iron ore, and in
some places nearly the entire hill is one mass of
the rich product.

The company was first organized in 18660,
and eince that time the works have been pushed
forward rapidly. The road lhas been located
and ia now all graded with the exception of five
and a quarter miles, and Is ready for the recep-
tion of the sleepers, ballast and ralls. The
bridges, Including two very large ones over the
Buaquehmms and Juniata rivers, are nearly
finished, and only about six months time at the
furthest will be required for ita completion in
every particular.

With everything in this prosperous condition,
the officers of the road lately planned an ex-
cursion of the stockholders and others interestod
in the matter, for the purpose of giving them a
chance to inspect the works and see for them-
selves what has been done.

With this end in view, a select party started
In a special ear attached to the Eric express,
which left the West Philadelphia depol of the
Pennsylvania Railrond at 11 A. M. on Tuesday
last. The point of destination wns SBelinsgrove,
the poiut at which the new rallroad proposes te
cross the Susquehanna river. It Is in the nelgh-
borhood of Sunbury, and direcily across the
river from the Northern CUentral Railroad. The
distance is 145 miles from P’hiladelphia, buat
guch good arrangements had the projectors of
the excursion made for the comfort of their
guests that no symplom ol heaviness was visi-
ble anywhere.

The town of Belinsgrove, though within easy
view of the Northern Central Railroad, is con-
nected, or rather disconunected, from it only by
a line of flat-bottom primitive bhoats which are
propelled across the river by means of poles.
This point was reached by the excursionisis
about sundown, and after crossing the rivera
walk of about a mile was necessary before the
hotel of the town could ©be reached.
But once gaimed, a warm weleome and
a hearty supper, or, vive versa, a hearly welcome
and a warm supper, awaited them. Here, also,
the President of the road, Mr. A. C. Simpson, a
strong worker, to whose efforts are due the
progress of the road after it had been almost
abandoned as a dead undertaking, met the party
and greeted them one and all.  After the supper
had becn properly disposed of, a brass band,
theresult of the musical genius of the town,
appeared in front of the hotel, and, much to the
surprise of the guests, tendered them a sere-
nade.

On Wednesday a large number of carriages,
furnished through the liberality of the towns-
men, were in readiness to convey the party over
the line of the road, so far as time would permit.
The ride was some thirteen mlles thromgh the
Middle Creek valley, which on the approach of
winter was most beautiful to behold. The valley
is twelve miles wide, and the road follows
mostly the bottom lands. The creek is itself
quite a large stream and runs with a good head
of water in the driest of weather.

The population i mostly Pennsylvania Ger-
man, and the farming consequently is of the
best description. The great mineral wealth of
the region has already been wmentioned, and the
most valuable chestnut and oak lumber covers
every hillside.

The line of the road has but few cuttings,
none in fact eave one near the lower end. The
bridges and trestle-work sare of the best con-
struction, the timbers are substantial, solid,
and enduring, and the iron work heavy. The
entire work reflects great credit upou the Chief
Engineer, Mr. George H. Arms, and the con-
tractor, John R. McGovern.

The party proceeded as far as Beverstown
Furnace, where the various speclmens of ores
were inspected.

The location of the road ls as follows:—IL
commences on (he eastern bank of the Busque-
hanna river, and crosses it at Selinsgrove, 43
miles from Lewlstown, with a bridge 3300 feet
in length. The road will have a connection
with the Northern Central road from S8ellps-
grove to Bunbury, and will also conuect with
the Danville, Hazleton and Wllkesbarre, and
the Philadelphia and Frie, and the Bhamokin
railroands. It crosses Penn creck north of Selins-
grove with o bridge of 175 feet spun; from Se-
linsgrove it runs over the dividing ridge, into
the valley of Middle creck, c ossing
Middle ecreek with =& bridge of 163 feet
span, at u poiul eleven miles {rom Bunbury;

passing up the valley of Middle Creek to Mid- |

dlebury, the county-seat of Snyder, sixteen
miles; followlng the valley two wiles beyond, it
reaches the furpace of (he ““SBhade Mouuntain
Iron Company,” the polut designated in the
charter as ‘‘Beaver Furnace.” Here the line
leaves the main valley of Middle Creek, and
extends to Beaver Town, twenty-three mlles,
and Adamsburg, two miles beyond, both grow-
ing and thriving towns. Thence following s
tributary of Middle creek Lo Btockion, which
will be an important ebipping polot, thirty
miles, it pasces over the dividing ridge, the line
reaching the valley of Juck's creck, thirty-eight
miles from polnt of starting, and follows that
valley to within two miles of Lewistown.

Al this point the line crosees inito the valley
of Kishacoquillas creek, follows that stream for
s short distance on the south eide, and at the
borough of Lewlstown crosses the Junlata river
witk » bridge 700 feet long, and councets with
the Penusylvania Central at its Lewlstown
depot. The distence from Sunbury to the Penu-
sylvania Central, at Lewlstown, is 45 miles.

At Loewistown the road
will cennect with the “‘Pennsylvania Central”
and with the “Miffin and Central County Rail-
road,” which will ultimately be extended to
